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GOING FOR GOALS 


South Melbourne's fleet-footed international Vaughan Coveny has begun the 
new season with a brace of goals and, as he tells Nicholas Tzaferis, he is in no 
mood to stop scoring. 


Ike any striker, there have been times in Vaughan 
Coveny's career when he would feel he couldn't 
hit the side of a barn door from a mere five yards, 
The sort of dry spell that has coaches pulling their 
hair and strikers wondering what else can go wrong. 
* Coveny has had his fair deal of goal famines but if the 
start to this campaign is anything to go by, Coveny is in 
for a feast of goals. 
You couldn't exactly label it a flurry just yet, but the 
exciting Kiwi has scored in each of South Melbourne's 
opening two games and is out to make sure he keeps 
beating the opposing shot-stoppers. 
“In the first game | came off the bench but I've been trying 
to get some more game time so it's important for me to 
make an impact," Coveny says. 
"With the quality at the club, it's important that with the 
opportunities you get, you make an impact." 
Coveny is big on impact. Indeed, that is the type of player he 
is. He won't be exceptional for 90 minutes but, for moments, 
he can be special and create impact in his own way. 
Coveny's impact has rarely been better showcased than in 
South's last two encounters. In the opening game of the season 
against Gippsland, his winning goal was a gem. 
Not only did it give South Melbourne three points on the day, 
it showcased his acceleration - the sort of pace that wouldn't be 
out of place down the Flemington straight during carnival time. 
Coveny hopelessly outpaced Gippsland's Jeff Hopkins to reach a 
loose ball before angling it past goalkeeper Bojo Jevdjevic for a 
goal worth its weight in gold. 
Last week, a header late in the first half, helped his side secure a 
point against Manfred Schaefer's Adelaide Sharks. Importantly, for 
the 26-year-old, he was in the starting || and played the entire 90 
minutes. 
Coveny is riding high on confidence and attributes his sharp start to 
the season to the confidence gained by New Zealand's triumph in 
the Oceania division of the Confederations Cup. 
Coveny got on the scoresheet in that tournament and helped the 
enzedders to a shock victory over Australia in the final. 
Py "That was a real confidence builder. Scoring a few goals in that 
tournament did a lot for my confidence," Coveny says. 
"When your confidence is up, you tend to try and do more different 
things than when your confidence is low. You take shots, take risks 
and score goals." 
Coveny's confidence is likely to get a further boost with a likely start 
in today's game against Newcastle. 
The Breakers have traditionally been accommodating to South 
Melbourne's attack - a fact that won't be lost on Coveny as he 
embarks on another goal today. 
Three from three - that's something that would sit nicely with 
Coveny at this early stage of the season.

Imagine the emotions running through Jason Polak 
when South clinched its third championship on a May 
Saturday night earlier this year.

"'m enjoying playing again. When Ange (Postecoglou) 
thinks I'm ready, I'd love to be on the park," Polak 
says. 

"ve put my head down and I'm working away at 
getting back into the side."
